Pachachi of Iraq accused Britain 
of ‘‘gun-boat diplomacy” in send- 
ing troops and naval units to the 
oil-rich sheikdom on July 1. 


Britain’s position, which was 
upheld by the United States in the 
council Wednesday, has been that 
aid was rushed because of threats 
by Iraq to take over the tiny 
Persian Gulf country. Britain 
ended her 60-year protectorate 
over Kuwait last month but agreed 
to give military help if requested. 


In support of Britain, Francis 
T. P. Plimpton of the U.S. de 
clared that the military aid was 
“appropriate” and would tend to 
assure that peace would be pre- 
served in the area. 


He also expressed hope that 
Iraq would give reassurances that 
no force would be used against 
the territory of Kuwait. He re- 
called that it was the recent 
statement by Iraqi leaders laying 
historical claim to Kuwait to- 
gether with reported Iraqi troop 
movements that led to the re- 
quest for British aid from Sheik 
Abdullah Alsalim Al-Sabah. 


The council will resume its de- 
bate at 2 p.m. (Atlanta time) 
Thursday. 


Although demanding — Britain’s 
troop withdrawal, neither the 
U.A.R. nor the Soviet Union sub- 
mitted a resolution Wednesday. 
This was seen as a possible in- 
dication that new efforts would 
be made for an outside settlement 
of the Iraqi-Kuwait difficulties.

By Violence 
Set Record

Americans rewrote the chroni- 
cles of holiday slaughter during 
the Independence Day weekend, a 
tabulation of violent deaths 
showed Wednesday. 

Never -before were there so 
many violent deaths of all types 


over a holiday. Never before was 
the highway toll for a summer 
holiday so great. 


The Independence weekend traf- 
fic toll of 519 was 28 more than 
the record for a summer holiday 
set during the July 4 holiday of 
1950. 


The over-all violent death toll 
of 892 eclipsed the 883 figure of 
the notorious “Black Christmas” 
of 1956. 


The 232 drownings were third 
highest for a summer holiday. It 
was surpassed only by the July 
4 holiday for 1955, when 251 per- 
sons lost their lives, and the 
Fourth of July of 1949, when 245 
drownings were reported.

Kennedy and Rusk 
Huddle Over Berlin

WASHINGTON (UPI)—President John F. Ken- 
nedy Wednesday conferred with Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk on the Berlin crisis. He later summoned top aides 
to the White House Thursday in an apparent attempt 
to thresh out a civil defense controversy. 


Shortly after returning from a 
Fourth of July weekend on Cape 
Cod, the President met with Rusk 
on U.S. plans for meeting Soviet 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev’s 
threat against the Allied position 
in Berlin. 


They discussed a U.S. note that 
will be sent to Khrushchev soon. 
It will be in reply to the Soviet’s 
recent memorandum. 


RUSK SEES ALLIES 


Rusk, after conferring with 
Kennedy, met with British, 
French and West German diplo- 
mats on the note but they failed 
to reach final agreement on the 
wording. The U.S. note is being 
discussed with this country’s Al- 


lies in the interests of Western | 


unity. 


Meeting with Rusk were British | 


Minister Viscount Hood, French 
Ambassador Herve Alphand, and 
West German Minister Franz 
Krapf. Officials said their differ- 
ences involved “language” rather 
than any basic disagreement.

they were unable to confirm pub- | 
reports that Khrushchev | 


lished 
had sent foreign Communist par- 
ties a bitter denunciation of Red 
China’s foreign policy. The re- 
ports said Khrushchev had ac- 
cused the Red Chinese of ‘‘an 
incitement to world war.”

Philippines’ History 
Has Lessons for Today 


Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s return to 
the Philippines on the 15th anniversary of 
their Independence Day should remind us 


autonomy. In 1934 they began a status of 
transitional commonwealth. In 1946 they 
became independent. 

The points the 20th century history of 
the Philippines makes are these: (1) The 
transition from dependency to indepen- 
dence places equal responsibilities on the 
leaders of the country involved and the 
“colonial power” alike. American states- 
men owed a debt to the Philippine people 
to see that they became free only when 
they were ready to be free. Filipino 
statesmen owed it to their people to see 
that freedom came at the earliest prac- 
tical moment. (2) There is nothing devi- 
ous or anti-American or Communistic 
about a people’s aspirations for self de- 
termination. There were no Communists 
agitating for freedom in the Philippines in 
the ’20s and ’30s. The responsible leaders 
of the freedom movement were not haters 
of America. 

The Philippines’ timetable could not 
be applied to today’s world. & was not 
even necessarily the best for the world of 
its day. But let those who demand in- 
dependence everywhere and immedi- 
ately recall that that is not neces- 
sarily best for the people of the new na- 
tions. And let those who see Red intrigu- 
ing behind every plea for freedom re- 
member that it doesn’t iake a Russian to 
tell a man that he is not free. 


New Idea for Tagging 
Of Tobacco Is Practical 


The Lowndes County Farm Bureau’s 
suggestion that producers of flue-cured 


tobacco in Georgia and Florida volun- 
tarily tag their product is an excellent 
one. 


Purpose of the Georgia tagging law, 
declared illegal by a federal court, was 
to allow the leaf on the auction floors to 
stand on its own merit and to be quickly 
and accurately spotted as to source. 

This, of course, did not set well with 
South Carolina growers selling in Geor- 
gia. With no distinction made between 
origin of tobacco, the Georgia Farm Bu- 
reau contended—and with reason for do- 
ing so—that South Carolina tobacco sold 
in Georgia warehouses tended to have a 
depressing effect on sales of leaf grown 
here. 

There should not be a trade barrier 
between Georgia and any of her sister 
states. Mandatory tagging is illegal. But 
voluntary tagging is an entirely different 
matter and should be acceptable to all, 
including the courts.

Algerian Riots Prove 


Complexity of Problem 


Moslem riots in Algeria are a remind- 
er that this African country’s troubles 
are far from over. Aimed at preventing a 
partition of the country, which President 
de Gaulle has threatened might be the 
result of failure to reach an agreement 
for Algerian independence, the bloody 
demonstrations will not improve chances 
for such an agreement. 


The De Gaulle government has been 
struggling hard to find a wavy out of the 
Algerian tangle, where a civil war has 
been raging for more than six vears at 
great cost to France.

They Don't Need 
To Exaggerate 


WASHINGTON—The orators and historians 
of the Fourth of July have no need to exagger- 
ate, as some of them annually do,

Philadelphia in 1776 or its moral and political li The Dec- 
laration of Independence was an extraordinarily courageous venture 


of a highly civilized people, 


and unique in that no other up to that 


time had formally revolted against a motherland and established an 


independent government. 

But it is a vastly overdrawn 
analogy when American politi- 
cians with an eye on group votes 
in their constituencies, and chron- 
iclers who write history as they 


wanted it to happen, assert that 
the U.S. government must sup- 
port immediate independence for 
all peoples under external rule 
anywhere or betray the declara- 
tion. 

The event of 1776 at Philadelphia, 
and its political and = spiritual 
causes, certainly commit the 
American people to freedom and 
self-government for national so- 
cieties everywhere, and to their 
unimpeded preparation for this 
status by their alien masters. But 
the declaration is no true prece- 
dent for this government’s sup- 
port of, resolutions in the United 
Nations for ‘‘immediate indepen- 
dence . . . without any reserva- 
tions’’ of almost totally unpre- 
pared societies, such as that in 
Angola. Even the much more ad- 
vanced people of the Philippines 
were trained by the United States 
for independence for several dec- 
ades after the surrender § of 
Aguinaldo. 

The attempted analogy with 
some African independence move- 
ments breaks down also because 
the American colonists were deep- 
ly experienced in self-government 
in 1776. For the reason that it

required three months to complete 
official correspondence between 
London and its American colony, 
town and country governments 
had established without real in- 
terference the ability of the col- 
onists to create and regulate legal 
societies. True, it took them six 
years after the American revolu- 
tion was won in the military sec- 
tor to write a federal Constitution 
and become a national republic. 
But by 1789 they were intensively 
prepared for these.

Throughout their aristocratic 
history, Americans would seem 
to have ignored one definition 
of the word ‘‘gentleman’’—one 
given by the great Blackstone, 
of common law fame. “A gen- 
tleman,” he held, “is a man 
entitled to bear a coat of arms.” 


But if Americans have ig- 
nored the definition they have 
not ignored the idea. Indeed, 
for the American, arms and the 
gentleman went, from the very 
beginning, hand in hand. Even

the Indians apparently liked 
them. The very first traders 
gave royal arms, it is recorded, 
“only to headmen’’—less than 
royal sufficed, evidently, for the 
average brave. 


In the old days in England 
there was a law that the manu- 
facturer of bogus arms should 
be docked of an ear. If the 
same law had ever been en- 
forced in this country, the num- 
ber of one-eared businessmen 
would make a small army. 
For in America, it seems, the 
boast of heraldry and the pomp 
of pedigree are very nearly 
everywhere—from Cadillacs to 
cans of baking powder. 


REVERED, MISUNDERSTOOD 


Actually, there is probably no 
sudject in our whole social spec- 
trum which has for'so many 
years been so thoroughly re- 
vered and yet so thoroughly 
misunderstood and so widely 
misused. In the first place, the 
vocabulary of heraldry is itself 
so complicated that it has 
stopped many an earnest stu- 
dent of the art—or, as it really 
is, a quasi-science. And right at 
the beginning there are formid- 
able ironies. 


Not the almost irresistible fas- 
cination for women, the world 
of heraldry is a man’s world. 
In fact, a woman, though an 
“heiress,”” in other words, a 
woman entitled to a coat of 
arms (it has nothing to do, to 
the dismay of so many inter- 
ested women, with “‘heiress’’ in 
the property sense), cannot 
transmit her right to a coat of 
arms to her children at all— 
unless their father be, in his 
own right, an armiger (or 
‘“‘arms bearer’). For the laws 
of heraldry dictate that children 
inherit even their mother’s coat 
only by their father’s right. - 


CRESTS NOT COAT 


Furthermore, although one 
finds women cheerfully using 
their ‘‘crests’’-—which they think

is another word for coat of 
arms—on everything from sta- 
tionery to dinner plates, the 
crest is not a coat of arms but 
only a part of a coat of arms, 
and indeed is actually the one 
part (since it was worn only 
by heroes and men of high rank 
that they might better be dis- 
tinguished in the field of com- 
bat) which may not be inherited 
by a woman at all. Only a 
queen or a peeress is ever al- 
lowed to display a crest—and 
then only in certain instances. 


THE AUTHORITY 


“Apparently everyone who 
writes a family history,”’ the 
late Dr. Arthur Adams once 
said, ‘‘feels obliged to include a 
coat of arms in the naive as- 
sumption that every family has 
one—of which about one in a 
hundred is correct, and that is a 
high proportion.’””’ Dr. Adams 
died in 1960, after having been 
for 35 years guiding star and 
spirit of the New England His- 
toric Genealogical Society. He 
was undoubtedly the country’s 
foremost authority on the sub- 
ject of coats of arms and was 
so recognized by London’s Col- 
lege of Heralds. 


NAME THE SAME 


“People either think,”’ he said, 
“that no American has a right 
to a coat of arms, which is not 
true, or that anybody of the 
same name as somebody who 
has a coat, is entitled to it— 
which is absurd.

Adams sperit many years study- 
ing the heraldry of other coun- 
tries besides England. He re 
garded Scottish coats as the 
hardest to prove—they are, how- 
ever, excellent coats, he felt, 
and their regulation is a matter 
of law. 


On the subject of Irish coats, 
in which, Dr. Adams said early 
in 1960, “there has been much 
interest lately,” these are per- 
haps the easiest to prove; the 
only thing being demanded is 
evidence that the coat was in 
use for four generations. 


TWO ON MAYFLOWER 


Among Mayflower passengers, 
Dr. Adams rated only Standish 
and Winslow as good coats. 
Bradford, Winthrop and indeed 
all the others were, he felt, not 
good. John Harvard had no coat, 
but Elihu Yale had a perfectly 
good coat. Among presidents, 
George Washington had a good 
coat; in contrast, very few other 
presidents did, including Ejisen- 
hower, Truman, Calvin Cool- 
idge, Herbert Hoover or for that 
matter, Ulysses S. Grant. ‘‘No- 
body knows anything,’’ wrote 
Dr. Adams sternly, ‘‘about the 
parentage of Matthew Grant, six 
generations ahead of Ulysses 
bg 


As for the Roosevelt family, 
curiously enough, these also 
have no recognized coat—‘‘al- 
though,” said Dr. Adams, 
“there is something to be said 
for both sides,” a statement 
which, considering the two 
sharp divisions of the family, 
would seem to be something of 
an understatement. On the 
other hand, the McCormick 
family in Chicago has a rec- 
ognized coat—‘‘but,”” said Dr. 
Adams again, ‘‘I’m not satisfied 
with the evidence.”’ 


GOOD ROTHSCHILD 


The Rothschild coat is a good 
one, but, in contrast, the late 
John D. Rockefeller Sr., had a 
genealogist work for many years 
on a two-volume history of the 
family and was never able to 
come up with an armigerous 
ancestor from whom all present 
Rockefeller armorial blessings 
would flow. 


Among other industrial fami- 
lies, the Du Ponts and the 
Phippses have recognized coats, 
but the Fords, the Deerings and 
hundreds more have tried and 
failed. The Chrysiers have a 
good German coat, but, though 
the Dodge family received a 
grant some years ago, scholars 
now say that their inherited 
coat is a forgery—which, con- 
sidering the device involved, 
one would think present-day 
Dodges would not dispute. For 


the Dodge coat, as used, clearly 
shows the curious figure of a 
woman’s breast dispensing milk. 


Even this is hardly less ex- 
traordinary than the coat of 
arms once suggested for—and 
rejected by—the Crane plumb- 
ing family in Chicago. The 
shield was divided into four 
parts, including, in each section, 
a sink, a bathtub, etc. Over all 
was a hand gripping the han- 
dle of a chain—with the inevi- 
table moto, ‘‘Apres moi le 
deluge.”

Of a Stable, Organized Life

Two young blonde 
heads were bent en- 
grossed over their sew- 
ing. Four more teen-age 
girls were seated in the 
clean, bright classroom, 
busy with needlework. 


And three young club wom- 
en were circulating through the 
desks, suggesting a different 


stitch here, a brighter yarn 
there. ; 
The classroom could have 


been a small one in a new pub- 
lic school. It wasn’t. There were 
bars at the windows, disguised 
from the outside by elaborate 
grillwork. The door was locked. 


The class was in session in 
the detention wing of the new 
Fulton County Juvenile Court 
and ild Treatment Center. 
The young girls were in deten- 
tion awaiting hearings on such 
charges as shop-lifting, truancy, 
idling and loitering and solicit- 
ing. 

“They come from terrible 
homes,”’ a young staff member 
explained. 


GOOD HOMES 


The club women working with 
them come from good homes on 
Atlanta’s north side. They are 
members of the Northside Ju- 
nior Woman’s Club, which re- 
cently voted its club monies 
and talents to the juvenile 
home. 


The young matrons are start- 
ing weekly classes for both the 
delinquent girls and the aban- 
doned and neglected children 
housed temporarily by the 
court. They will teach practical 
domestic skills like sewing and 
cooking, plus frill courses like 
grooming and charm. 


They will discuss good mu- 
sic, art and literature with the 
girls. They will teach religion 
and physical education. 


The presence of the club 
members is even more impor- 
tant than the knowledge they 
impart, explains Walter Allen, 
a court counselor. 


“Having people — nice peo- 
ple—interested in their welfare 
counts most,”’ says Mr. Allen, a 
young father himself.

organized living surroundings 
in the detention home. 


In addition to starting inter- 
est classes, the Northside club 
women have also furnished two 
day rooms at the home with a 
TV set, bright, sturdy  furni- 
ture and colorful pictures. Mrs. 
Zack E. Harrington, club presi- 
dent, initiated the project. 


The club women are using 
their salesmanship talents to 
raise funds for their new proj- 
ect, selling ads for the Thea- 
ter Under the Stars programs.

“Dear Dr. Motner: How can 
I prevent dandruff? Every- 
where I go people stare at 
me. My hair is just filled 
with it.—B. S.” 


“Dandruff” is the result of a 
skin ‘or scalp) disease called 
seborrhea..It can affect the eye- 
brows, the skin behind the ears, 
or other parts of the body.

MIAMI BEACH (UPI)—The Teamsters convention 
voted without debate Wednesday night to give Union 
President James R. Hoffa a $25,000-a-year salary in- 
crease that will make him the nation’s highest paid labor 


leader. 


Hoffa’s raise to $75,000 a year) 
was approved in less than a min-| 
ute by nearly 2,000 delegates at | 
the Teamsters meeting. 


The delegates also shouted down 
a demand for a secret ballot ref- 
erendum to choose the union’s top 
officers, clearing the way for the 
48-year-old Hoffa's reelection 
either Thursday or Friday. 


SECRECY “UNDEMOCRATIC” 


The referendum proposal was 
made by Hoffa’s only announced 
rival for the job, Milton J. Liss, 
of Newark, N.J., who said the 
system of electing officers at con- 
ventions exposes delegates to re- 
prisals. 

The Liss demand was denounced 
as undemocratic, illegal, cumber- 
some, impractical and confusing 
by special organizer Jack Gold- 
berger, of San Francisco, a Hof- 
fa aide who led the fight against

ed to Hoffa’s desires and placed 


| some new restrictions on union 


members’ rights to hold office 
and become convention delegates. 


CONSTITUTION CHANGED 


The convention also approved 
scores of changes in the Team- 
sters’ constitution without any 
major revision in recommenda- 
tions made by Hoffa and a policy- 
making committee which he 
headed. 


Some delegates protested that 
the changes would deprive the 
rank and file in the 1,100,000- 
member union of their rights to 
full participation in the union’s 
affairs. 

Hoffa hotly denied that any of 
the 118 revisions in the Team- 
sters’ by-laws would deprive a 
member of his “‘American heri- 
tage of being equal to all.”

Gather for Rites Today

KETCHUM, Idaho (UP1)—The family of Ernest Hemingway, 
together for the first time in more than 30 years, gathered Wednes- 


famed author’s funeral Thursday. 


Patrick Hemingway, one of 
three sons, arrived Wednesday 
from Africa where he has been 
hunting. Two other sons, a brother 
and three sisters had already 
arrived in Ketchum. 


NO FINDING 


Hemingway's fourth wife, Mary, 
was at home with him when he 
killed himself early Sunday with 
a double-barreled shotgun. The 
coroner made no finding as to 
whether the death was accidental 
or suicide. 


Hemingway's grave was dug 
Wednesday a few steps from that 
of Taylor ‘Bear Track) Williams, 
hunting and fishing guide who was 
Hemingway's frequent companion 
for 20 years. 


The casket will be brought here 
from Hailey, Idaho, 12 miles from 
Ketchum, without a procession 
Thursday. It will be lowered un- 
der a blanket of red roses. 


CATHOLIC SERVICES 


The service will be conducted 
by Father Robert J. ‘Valdmann, 
Catholic pastor of St. Charles 
Church in Hailey and of Our Lady 
of the Snows Church in Ketchum.

PICKLING GOOD IDEA 
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Deft Touches 


It definitely takes special 
goodies and deft touches to put 
your own personal stamp on 
your parties. Don't you love to 
have people say: “You always 
have something especially good, 
especially pretty. Where do you 
get your ideas?” 

Well, now’s the time to stash 
away a few really special 
recipes for desserts, salads and 
relishes. Who knows—these lit- 
tle tidbits may launch you as 
the ONE who really knows how 
to serve superb food. 


Just for the record, you'll dis- 
cover that Coronet, Redhaven, 
Keystone, Southland, Sullivan 
Elberta, Elberta and Dixired 
are best for canning. The Dixi- 
red is especially good for 
pickling. 

The Coronet, Redhaven Rich- 
haven, Redskin and Southland 
are outstanding peaches for 
freezing. 

For a tasty Peach Pickle, 
Margaret Butts, Upson County 
home demenstration agent, sug- 
gests the following.

Peel peaches and drop in cold 
salt and vinegar water solution

boil and skim; add spices ‘tied 
in @loth bag). Drain peaches 
well, drop into boiling sirup and 
cook about 1 minute, until they 
can be pierced with a straw 
but not too soft. Remove from 
fire and pack In, Jars and cover 
with boiling spiced vinegar ‘or 
let plump in sirup overnight). 
Seal and process 20 minutes at 
simmering in hot water bath.

It takes a Georgia peach to know one. And Kathy 
Burns of Thomaston knows just how to select the 
most succulent prize on the tree without pinching or 


, bruising. 


She believes in letting your eyes be the guide. In 
selecting a peach, look for the ground color of yellow 


—not the blush or redness! 


Ripe peaches are fairly firm, free of bruises and 


sport a fresh-looking skin. 


But picking a peach isn’t the only job that peach 
growers face. Trees are carefully pruned several 
times a year. Broken and dead limbs must be re- 
moved and each tree is carefully sprayed for insects 
so that the peaches you serve for dinner will be the 


Very best. 
LIFE SPAN 


> 


Eight to ten years are approximately the life span 
of a tree. After that, they are removed and new ones 
are planted. New trees bear fruit the second year, but 
it is picked and discarded. In the third year, the beau- 
tiful fruit is ready for market. 


Farmers once believed that crops of peach trees 
should be rotated but this is no longer true. When one 
orchard of trees is removed, another is planted in the 


same ground. 


In arid around Thomaston, peaches are available 
from May to July, starting with the Dixiered,a cling- 
stone and usually ending with a Sullivan Elberta. 


THREE SHEDS 


“A few years ago, each peach grower had his 
own shed, but in recent years, the high cost of equip- 
ment has cut the sheds down to three major ones in 
Upson County,” said Margaret Butts, home demon- 


stration agent. 


Green peaches are carried to these sheds, where 
they go through the hydrocooling procedure. The 
field heat is removed from the fruit by passing it 
through an ice water bath for 15 to 25 minutes. This 
stops the ripening process. If peaches are refrigerated 
when they reach you, they remain fresh. eet 


After undergoing the cooling process, the smaller 
and green peaches are separated from the larger and 
more luscious fruit, then sold locally. 


To-make the peaches more appealing to the pub- 
lic, the fuzz is removed with brushes and the most 
perfect fruit is held aside and placed on top of each 
basket to create a more enticing product. 


GREEN PEACHES 


If you find some green peaches among the ripe 
ones, just remember that they ripen at room temper- 
ature (60 degrees to 70 degrees). 


Ydu can safely store firm-ripe peaches at room 
temperature and fully ripe peaches in the refrigerator 


in single layers. 


To freeze peaches, select peaches which feel soft 
when held in the hand. Wash. Add ascorbic acid to 
1 cup of sugar. This will be enough for 5 cups of 
peaches. Peel. Cut in halves, remove seed. Slice 
14,-inch thick into bowl. Sprinkle with sugar as you 
slice. Let stand for 15 minutes. Pack firmly, dividing 
the sirup*evenly. Leave headspace 14-inch pints, 
14-inch quarts. Place crumbled freezer paper on top. 
Put on lid: label, and quick-freeze. 


When you're serving frozen peaches, do so while 
ice crystals are still in the fruit. Most homemakers 
around Thomaston have discovered that frozen 
peaches are better than the canned ones. “The true 
flavor is retained in the frozen ones,’”’ said Mrs. Hulon 
Ferguson. Mrs. Ferguson is the wife of a peach grow- 
er and she has experimented with various methods 
“but her four children compliment her skill on Frozen 


Mashed Peaches. 


“I mash them well with my hands,” stated the 
homemaker. “This is the only way that I find satis- 
factorily. And then I sweeten to taste and add ascorb- 
ic acid.” The Fergusons enjoy this treat scooped from 
jars while it is still frozen. And it’s better than sher- 


bet!

2 cups milk 


Add melted butter to grape nuts and mix well. Add sugar to 
eggs and blend. Add remaining ingredients and mix well. Pour 
into 1%-quart baking dish. Place in pan of hot water and bake in 
moderate oven of 375 degrees for 1 hour or until done. Test with 
silver knife. Stir custard a couple of times during first % hour 
of baking.
